A. Generally, what happens is you are 
not wearing any clothes and you have a towel 
or sheet that covers you while you are 
receiving the massage, so I would be covered 
always, but underneath the sheet or towel, I 
would not be wearing any clothing. 

Q. Are you saying that the massage was 
through the sheet? 

A. Well, in some instances, yes. 

Q. Itis your testimony that when you 
received what you referred to as professional 
massages, the masseuse didn't touch your 
skin, only touched the sheet? 

MR. PAGLIUCA: Object to the form 
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and foundation. 

A. I didn't say that. I said in some 
instances, some massages are where you don't 
touch the skin, so I have received massages 
where I don't get touched, especially if it's 
just pressure, so it's through a sheet, but I 
have also received massages where you are 
touched and the sheet is just there for 
modesty. 

Q. Have you ever received what you 
referred to as a professional massage when 
anyone else was in the room other than the 
person that you are referring to as a 
professional masseuse? 

MR. PAGLIUCA: Object to the form 
and foundation. 

A. Can you repeat the question, 
please? 

Q. Have you ever received a massage 
when anyone was in the room other than the 
person that you refer to as a professional 
masseuse? 

MR. PAGLIUCA: Same objection. 

A. Iam entirely possible that in the 
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course of receiving a massage someone would 
come in and sit and chat to me while I was 
getting a massage, a friend would come in. 
That has happened. 

Q. Do you recall that happening? 

A. Not with specificity, I can't think 
of it actually, but I know that I've had 
friends come in and we've talked and as I got 
a massage, that has happened. 

Q. Have you ever received a massage 
when Mr. Epstein was present? 

A. He has entered the room and gave me 
a message or asked me a question, that has 
happened. 

Q. Have you ever received a massage 
when Mr. Epstein was in the room other than 
just to come in to give you a message or ask 
you a question? 

MR. PAGLIUCA: Object to the form 
and foundation. 

A. Not that I recall. 

Q. Did you ever participate in 
arranging for anyone to give Mr. Epstein a 
massage? 
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A. Part of my duties and my job -- can 
you repeat the question so I understand, and 
I give you the right answer exactly. 

Q. Did you ever participate in 
arranging for anyone to give Mr. Epstein a 
massage? 

A. Part of my professional 
responsibilities, I did, and I've testified 
previously, go to spas and other professional 
areas and received massages from people in 
these places, and if I felt that person was 
good or I had had a good massage, I had asked 
if they do home visits. 

In that capacity, I had, people did 
come to the house in that capacity, that I 
thought were good. 

Q. Did you ever arrange for anyone to 
give Mr. Epstein a massage or to come to his 
home to give him a massage, other than 
someone who had previously given you a 
massage? 

A. Sorry, can you repeat the question? 

Q. Did you ever arrange for anyone to 
give Mr. Epstein a massage or to come to his 
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home to give him a massage, other than 
someone who had previously given you a 
massage? 

A. No, I don't think so. No, I don't 
think so. 

Q. Is it your testimony that everyone 
that you arranged to come to Mr. Epstein's 
home to give Mr. Epstein a massage was 
somebody you had already had a massage from? 

I 
don't recall -- there were definitely 
instances where I had a massage and -- so 
what you are asking me was if anyone came to 
the house to give him a massage that I had 
not had a massage from myself?

A. Okay. 

Q. You've testified that you arranged 
for some people to come to Mr. Epstein's home 
to give him a massage, correct? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And at one point, I thought you had 
testified that before you arranged to have 
people come to give Mr. Epstein a massage,

you had -- you didn't use the word tested 
them out, but that you had previously gotten 
them to give you a massage so that you could 
see how good they were, is that fair to say? 

A. IfI thought they were -- if I 
thought it was a good massage, yes, that is 
my testimony. 

Q. What I had thought, and what I'm 
now asking you is that everyone who you 
arranged to come to Mr. Epstein's home to 
give him a massage was somebody who you had 
already had a massage from, is that fair? 

A. Typically, yes, but that wasn't 
exclusively. So I know that friends of mine, 
for instance, would have a masseuse or 
masseur that they thought was very good, and 
they said this is a very good person. 

So it is possible, and I'm pretty 
sure sometimes on recommendations of other 
people, that without me having a massage from 
them, that they may have come to the house. 
So I could not testify that every single 
person that came to the house I received a 
massage from, because that would not be true. 
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Q. Was every person who you arranged 
to come to Mr. Epstein's house to give a 
massage someone who either you had already 
had a massage from or you had a friend who 
recommended them as a good professional 
masseuse? 

MR. PAGLIUCA: Object to the form 
and foundation. 

A. Typically, that is how that would 
work. 

Q. Was there ever anyone who you 
arranged to come to Mr. Epstein's house to 
give him a massage, someone who you had not 
previously gotten a massage from yourself or 
received a recommendation from one of your 
friends that it was a good professional 
masseuse? 

MR. PAGLIUCA: Object to the form 
and foundation. 

A. 1 cannot think of anyone that would 
fit that category. 

Q. You made a point in a previous 
answer of referring to people as adult 
masseuses. Do you recall that? 
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A. Ido. 

Q. When you refer to someone as an 
adult masseuse, what are you referring to? 

A. I think everybody in this room is 
an adult. 

Q. I don't necessarily disagree with 
that, but what I'm asking you, since I can't 
carry all these people with me every time 
somebody reads this transcript, is what do 
you mean by an adult? 

A. Well, I think an adult is somebody 
who looks older and professional and is 
someone who has lived some life and looks 
like any one of us in this room do, some a 
little older and some a little younger. 

Q. You are aware that there are 
assertions that Mr. Epstein had massages from 
females under the age of 21? 

A. Iam aware of that. 

Q. Insofar as you are aware, did 
Mr. Epstein ever have a massage from anyone 
under the age of 21? 

MR. PAGLIUCA: Object to the form 
and foundation. 
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A. I know what the allegations are, 
and I am aware of those, but as to my actual 
knowledge of somebody under the age of 21, I 
can't say that I know, I can't think of 
anybody. I know Virginia has obviously made 
those claims and she was 17 when he met her, 
but other than her, I cannot think of 
anybody. 

Q. Insofar as you are aware, did 
Virginia ever give Mr. Epstein a massage? 

A. I know she said she did and I 
believe she may have, but I don't ever see 
her giving him a massage, so I can't say. 

Q. Leaving aside any information that 
you have that has come from Virginia in the 
last decade? 

A. Right. 

Q. Going back to the time when 
Virginia was less than 21, at that period of 
time, did you believe that Virginia was 
giving Mr. Epstein massages? 

A. Ido think she was giving him 
massages. 

Q. Is it your testimony that the only 
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female that you had any reason to believe was 
under 21 who was giving Mr. Epstein massages 
was Virginia? 
MR. PAGLIUCA: Object to the form 
and foundation. 

A. First of all, I didn't know how old 
Virginia was, so other than Virginia, so I 
can't say, but other than -- I was not aware 
of anybody else, no. 

Q. You first met Virginia when? 

A. I don't know. 

Q. Approximately? 

A. I believe it was in 2000, but now 
I'm going off the knowledge that I have, not 
from memory, so I met her the end of 2000 
apparently. 

Q. And when you met Virginia in 2000, 
how old did you think she was? 

MR. PAGLIUCA: Object to the form 
and foundation. 

A. I didn't think about how old she 
was. I don't recall the actual meeting of 
Virginia, so I can't say, but I think she was 
at least, I thought she was a professional 
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thought. I really don't recall her, so it's 
hard for me to testify what I thought about 
her age at the time. 

Q. Was Virginia, in the period of 
around 2000, the youngest person that, as you 
understood it, was giving Mr. Epstein 
massages? 

MR. PAGLIUCA: Object to the form 
and foundation. 

A. Again, I can't testify to her age, 
but everybody else that I can recall seemed 
to be again, like I would say, adults. 

Q. You didn't think Virginia was an 
adult, did you? 

MR. PAGLIUCA: Object to the form 
and foundation. 

A. Like I said, I don't recall her. I 
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masseuse as far as I can recall today, so 
that would have made her, I thought that 
would have made her, to work in a spa, I 
didn't think about, and I, I thought she 
appeared to be a professional masseuse. 

Q. Remember questions a while ago 
where you made a big point about people being 
adult masseuses? 

A. Right, yeah. 

Q. When you met Virginia for the first 
time --
